New Phases of the Mexican Question,
Foreign and Domestic.

From the Timen

The recent despatches of our Ministirs at
Vienna and Pans, setting forth the proceedings
aud purposes of the Austeinn and French Gov
arnwents concerning Mexico, glve us renewed
avsinrances of the speedy solution of the Mexicun
question, so far as the matter of forsdgn inter.
vention I8 conoerned; but the plots, lutrlgnes,
and quarrels of Mestean leaders here, ns well as
in Mexica itself, open'up a prospeet of u con-
tinuance or recurrence of the old-time troubles
ol that uphappy country In their most agera:
valed forms, ne soon as ever the forelgners shall
have disappeared trom its soll

The desputoh of Mr. Motley whe satislactory,
40 tur a8 the present aciion ol Aovstris s cons
cerned, He utiered ihe most energetic protest
agninst the sending of troops from that country
10 support Mashailtan, and the result was that
troops were prevented from leaving, while; at
the same time, the Austrian Government gave
wssurnuces vl 1s purpode to do everything pos-
sible to malotain amicable relations with the
Umied States, Tuis was unguestionably known
to the French Government, when, at the begin-
ning o1 this month, Mr. Bigelow had an inters
view with toe French Minister of Foreigo
Atlgirs, the result of which was contained (u the
despateh  transmitted to Congress on Friday
lnst. And in gwving n repetition of the already
feiterated purpose of Franece to withdraw e
ariuy from Mexico, M. Drouyn de Lhuys did so
with an eniphasis which showed that the doubts
which hud veen thrown upon the Emperor's
wod tnith in this country had not been without
otlect,

He thought that when France snnounced to
the world that its sxmy should be withdrawn
from Mexico within a specitied time, the assu-
rance should be deemed sutlicient,. The French
Government, he asserted, made 8 declarntion
in good faith, it intends to keep it, aud it menns
1o withdraw its army within the ume preseribed,
To give to these stutemenis all the torce that
could come by ateration, he repeated them again
lormally at the close ot the mterview with Mr,
Bigelow, and gave i salwinctory explunation of
certain matiers whicn secmed to throw doaht
over the accuracy of the original nssergion.

We do not see that i1t 18 possible for us to
Usk anything more than thisol the French Goy.
ernment, thovgh we conless we are not sy all
sorry 1hat these lalest declarations huave been
called out from it, They will not only resssure
the contidence oithe American people, bat  will
put 4 damper on the seheéwes of the dema-
goguos who have been aucmpting to embrol
this country, on the pretense ol mupomnal bad
inith,

I'ne Frenoh Minister made still another state-
ment on this occasion, ot no little importancs,
in view ol the possibility ol Austrin makiug any
attempt o the fulure to send troops 10 the
support of Maximilisn, In regard to the ship-
ment of troops from Austrin, Drouyn de Lhuys
repudiated any respousibility or collusion on
the part ol Franee, “That,” said he empoafl-
cally, *‘was an affair entirely between that
tiovernment (the Austrian) and the Mexican,
with which Frauce had vothiog to do.” There
is uo doubt, we suppose, thut there was at one
tune sownething hke an understanding between
Fruuce sud Avsorin on this subjeet, The original
purpose of the Irench Government was to
sniooth over the rough fact of its withdrawal
irom Mexico, and wodify at least the appear-
snge of A totsl failure in its schemes, by
usslsting 1o the formation of an army which
should replace its own, and uphold the crown
and cmpire which Franee had called into ex-
istence,

But whetber owing to the determined protests
of our Government sguinst all torelgn interven-
tion in Mexicon affairs, and its animosity against
all the partners 10 any attempts of the kind, or
whether owing to tue condition of atfuirs in
Burope which have brought about dubious
relutions berween France awd Austris, aud
taught one as well a¢ the other the necessity
of husbanding lis strenglh and resources, we
are now defini*ely assured that France, in with-
druwing from Mexico, will not be 4 partner 1n,
or responsible for, the action of uny other
Buropean power. We receive the assurance
with satisfaction snd pleasure, and shall po
more doubt the good fmth ol the French Gov-
srnment iu thig matter than we have done in
reterence (o (s own independent policy,

In view of these renewed useurances of the
specdy termiunation ol all forelen interierence
With our “sister Bepublie,” it i« fitting that both
fongreds and the press shounld refrain from all
nousense on the subject. It is 48 easy as it I8
silly to talk buncombe, and to indulge in empty
afironts towards France; but it would betier
arree with the nationsl credit to exhibit some-
thing like seli-respecting dignity o the matter,

lu the meantime, apd pending the exit ot the
toreignera from Mexico, the Mexican republican
lenders are bestirring themselves to take advau-
tage of thelr new prospects, The trampets of
the fuctions are agnio being heard. We in this

country are nearer to them now than we ever
beiore have been; for the intense interest we
have taken in Mexicun aflairs during the lust
few vears, and the auxiety exhibited by ouwr
eople to re-esiablish republican institutions in
lexico. have given cuch ol its factiors & hope
of obtsining our counienance and assistance in
the struggles of the future. We lm'.'f not only
a prowinent emissary ol the Imperidl Govern-
ment, and Romero representing Juarez, who
hiolas on o the Presidency though his term of
oflice has expireéd, but we have Ortgga, the
claimant, and morcover the lecifimate con-
stitutional olalman ol the Presidency, and we
have Sants Apna, . the most noted of Mogiecan
leadera, and tone most dangerous of Mexwean
tnetionists,

The Demoralization of the Present Cons
giess—A Chauge Demanded.

The present Congress, like the “Pralse-God.
Barchones ParMament” of the old English

given us all tue prolessions und pretenses of
piety and patriotism of the old roemorseless
Puritan fanitic; but it has also betrayed his
hypocrisy, deceptions, and utlerly selfish de-
slpns, Toe crop-haired Ma-sachuseits conven-
ticte, with that pecnliar and godly nasal twang
of the Pilgrim Fatbers, which resolved *First,
that the enrth 15 the Lord's, and the fulness
thorcor; Beconaly, that the smints shall inberit
the earth; sud, thirdly and lastly, that we are
the saints,” appear fo have Iald down the
piatiorm which the dominant party of this
Congress adopled with their frst preliminury
cuucus in December last, and seem determined
to die by.

While
organized sgatnst hom ut first, and i perfect
contempt of s labors in the way of Southern
reconstinction, the radical majority stll flat-
tered themeselves thal, with =kilful handlng,
this npparently seli-wilied Tennessoe tailor
could be more casily mavaged thun the mild
butr resolute 1llinos railspliver,  Buot gome
iklings trom the White House on the district
negro  suflrage movement first set a rough

edge on the ecth of the radicals; and then the |

veto ot that Freedmen's Bureau bill of sbomina-
tons swept nway thelr shullow pretenses of
coucilaton aud barwony,

I'rom that day to this the wreath of the radicals
ngainst Mr. Johuson has been wanitested on
every available ovcasion and with siill increas.
ing bitterness, until st leneth, w8 in the late
Muine Republican State Convenrion, as if the
vociabulary ot denunciations were exhunusted,
we find President Johuson and hig policy as
completely ignored as the administrution of
John Tyler. The prerense of supporting Joh n-
son und Congress at the sume tine has simply
been dropped as a game which has been played
out,

The vielent denunciations of the radicals of
this Congress, however, have done a world of
mischiel in the oemoralization ot the Republi-
cun purty in both Houses, What else could be
expected, when men become sufficiently demo-
riulized themselves as representatives ol the
American poople, to willily and denounce the
Fresident, in the style of **old Thad. Stevens,”
as o usurper who, it he had flourished in the
place of Charles the First, of England, would
have met the same fute; or who ecan deliberately
shuse him by the hour, after the style of Inger-
«oll, of 1linole, as **a traiior,” “a miserable pre-
tender,™ a renegade,” *a  deserter to the
enemy,” ere.? Nor i8 iU surprising that from
their abuse of the President (and all of it under
the Speaker’s indulgence) they should turn to
abusiog esch otber, or the opposition members
arouna them, or any one else happening to come
i their way, Nor 18 it to be wondered at that
these bilbhogseate smusements 1n the MHouse
ghould lead to such disgracciul scones of per-
soval violence outside as the affuir berween
Ttonssean and Grnnell.

The *‘barbarism of slavery” before the Rebel-

Are such thsgraceful scenes as
thos# which have marked this session, especially
in the House ol Representaiives, 10 pass unro-
buked by the people? 1t 8 for the people now
1o consrder, and 1L will be for them 1o determine
1 the coming Northern Stare elections.

A new Nouse of Representatives, of new mon
fresh trom the people, is grearly needed to check
the excesses and revolutionary sendencics ol
the radieals.
